In 
1887 an tot cf (be Rgislasure provided 
for a commission to draft such a bill, and 
under that sot, the justices of the su­ 
preme court appointed 
a commission 
compt st d of AtLrney General C. E . 
Estfcfcri c t, Judge D . H . Johnson, and 
R D. Marshall. 
The bill introduced in 
the ttnate on the 
15th instant, is the 
Ttcrkof that commission. 
11 he chief provisons of the bill are these: 
The cities fcBve been divided into three 
elm ete recti ding to population—with a 
population of JO,CCO cr more; with a pop­ 
u l i ! n of 10.0C0 to 40.CC0, and with a 
population of 2,COO to IO,GCO' 
Existing 
cities, are Let to be iffeeted by the adep­ 
tion cf the act, until they adopt the 
same in piece of their present characters; 
and such existing cities may become in­ 
corporated under the new act, and yet 
retain the peculiar provisions of their 
respective charters relating to the man­ 
agem ent! f schools, courts and licening 
antimale of iutcxicat.Dgjliquors, until such 
time es such peculiar provisions may be 
changed by amendments of the general 
law. 
The m ajor is made the executive 
officer of the city in fact, es well as in 
name, by conferring upon bim the au­ 
thority to tam e all appointive officers, 
except in the cities of the firstclass, sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the oommoo 
council. 
Provision is also made for a board to 
have charge of po bilo works, with a view 
to securing system, uniformity, e tc., in 
making public improvements. 
The fiscal year is made to correspond 
to the fiscal year of the state (Got. I to 
Sept. 30)—all officers, boards, etc., hav- 
*ng control of money to file in the office 
of the city clerk, estimates of expendi­ 
tures for their department for the ensuing 
year, from which, after being open to 
public inspection for a month, the coun­ 
cil can intelligently make up its annual 
budget. 
To prevent imprudently run­ 
ning in debt, it is provided that no pub­ 
lic work shall be entered npon until 
provision is made for paying the liability 
which will be thereby incurred; and at­ 
tention is specially invited to the checks 
and balances inserted in the bill to guard 
the public treasury. 
Among the novel features of the bill is 
“improvement bonds,” to be issued to 
pay for special Basements in the case of 
im portant public improvements. These 
special assessments Wi en all made pay­ 
able at one tim e, are frequently quite 
burdensom e, and under the system in­ 
corporated in the proposed bill, great re­ 
lief will come to the owners of property; 
and streets may be graded and paved and 
sewers constructed, adding largely to the 
comfort aud health of the community, 
and yet have the cost [so apportioned 
throughout a series of years, so as not to 
bear so heavily upon the tax-payer. 
Prior to 1871, corporations, both pub­ 
lic and private, were chartered by the 
legislature. In that year a constitutional 
am endm ent wss adopted prohib'ting the 
legislature from 
granting 
corporate 
powers except to cities. This action has 
proved wise, but by excepting cities 
from its operation, much time of every 
legislature is taken up witn considering 
revisions ard amendments to the city 
charters, making it necessary to issue af­ 
ter each session a large yolume of spec - 
oial acts a ' great expense and without 
aecom phoning any particular good. The 
commission therefore recommends that 
the legislature provide for subm itting to 
the people a pre position to an en d the 
constitution so as to prohibit the legis­ 
lature from granting special charters 
to cities, and adda: 
“ We fear that 
unless something of this kind is done 
th at there will be constant attempts to 
amend and rtviee charters now in force; 
and it is our judgment that the public 
service *vill be greatly benefitted by com­ 
pelling all cities to be incorporated un­ 
der one general incorporating act. 
We 
cannot hope that we have succeeded in 
devising a perfect syetem; but we think 
we have devised a system, which, if 
adopted, will be gent rally preferred to 
the special city charters now in force- 
and which, when amended by subse­ 
quent legislatures, in such respects as 
tim e aud experience shall suggest, will 
introduce uniformity, system, economy 
and better government into the m anage­ 
m ent of municipal affairs of our state.” 
Among the special provisions of the 
bill, is ru e rtquiring the territory of the 
- wards to be coutigious and compact, and 
that no ward having a population of less 
than 2,000 shall ba Cleated in cities of 
the second class, or less than 1,000 in 
cities of the third class. Every city is to 
have a public j istice elected every four 
years, a board of public works composed 
of tbiee members, and a health commis­ 
sioner who shall be a regularly licensed 
physician.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 18.—In the House the 
Speaker laid before the House a communi­ 
cation from ex-Gov. Gray of Indiana, stat­ 
ing that on the 12th inst, the resignation of 
A. P. Hovey as Representative from tho 
First Indiana Congressional district was re­ 
ceived and accepted. 
Laid on tho table. 
After tho transaction of some unim port­ 
ant business the House resumed the consid­ 
eration of the Territorial bills. 
Mr. Mc­ 
D onald (Minnesota) thought that all the 
Territories referred to in tho omnibus bill 
were ready for admission into the Union, 
and he expressed himself in favor of a di­ 
vision of Dakota. 
When tho debate closed 
the 
House 
adopted the following amendments: G rant­ 
ing 129,000 acres for the support of an 
agricultural college in the State of D a­ 
kota (the Senato bill granted ninety sec­ 
tions of land), providing that tho lands 
sold for common-school purposes shall not 
In) sold for less than $10 an acre; reducing 
the salary of the district judge from $5,000 
to $3,500; fixing April 9, 1889, as the date 
of the election to decide the question of 
accepting the boundaries and name of the 
new State and to elect State officers and 
two members of Congress. 
The reading of tho Senate bill having 
I » been completed Mr. Springer moved to 
strike out all after the enacting clause and 
to substitute tho omnibus bill, but his mo­ 
tion was rule I out, under the rule which 
says that no motion or proposition on a 
subject different from that under consider­ 
ation shall be admitted under color of 
amendment. 
Mr. Springer then moved to strike out 
the enacting claus© and insert House bill 
I with

amendments.

Speaker ruled that this wtis not in order, 
Bind Mr. Springer thereupon offered that 
hill as a substitute, and it was so received 
Mr. Springer then asked unanimous con 
sent that the previous substitute offered by 
him (the one providing for a division of 
Dakota) be considered in its stead.

The initiatory 
step in an investigation that is likely to 
make a great deal of trouble was taken by 
tho Senate in passing a resolution directing 
I hat an expert examination of the plumb­ 
ing in tho new Capitol building should lie 
made. 
The movement Is of importance, 
because it is tho intention to make the ac­ 
ceptance of the new building from tho 
State House Commissioners hinge upon the 
action that may be taken regarding the 
plumbing. 
The building has cost over 
p‘2,OOO,OOO and it has all been paid for ex­ 
cept something less than $200,000. 
A resolution was offered in the Houso by 
Republican member declaring that it was 
the sentiment of tho General Assembly that 
employes in manufacturing establishments 
should not be required to work Sunday. 
Tho Democrats voted solidly against it and 
defeated it. 
Senator Francis, of La Porte county, in 
troduced a bill that is of importance to 
Michigan City. 
The State prison sewer 
runs through the city at present, and it 
has caused an epidemic every year, neces­ 
sitating tho closing of the public schools. 
His bill provides for the construction of a 
new sower from tho prison to Lake Michi­ 
gan outside the eorjiorato limits of Michi 
gan City. 
Tho pending election contest of Scott 
Ray against Senator Carpenter was re

Deputy United 
States Marshal G. W. Means with a strong 
posse, had been for two days raiding the 
mountains in Cleveland and Burke counties. 
They hat! discovered several distilleries and 
destroyed tiiem and had also made three 
arrests. 
Late last night thoy, with their prisoners, 
were slowly riding around South mountain 
tow arl Shelby. 
The night was exceeding­ 
ly dark. 
Suddenly a voice from the bushes 
rang out: 
“ Give up your prisoners or you 
all must dial” 
The officers demanded their 
names, but this a volley from twenty-five 
rifles gave answer. Tho officers at once rec­ 
ognized their danger and prepared to re­ 
turn tho salute, but their horses being 
frightened they found it Impossible to do so 
quickly. 
“ Bang! bang!” again and again 
re-ochoed from the ambush. 
The officers, aiming iii tho direction of 
the sound, opened tire, hot aud fast. 
One 
prisoner fell from his horse, wounded by 
the moonshiners, and when he set up a wail 
the moonshiners rushed out, making the 
officers retreat. 
They then picked up their 
wounded and fled to tho woo ls, carrying 
with them the wounded prisoner.

All contracts which pro­ 
vide that any inhal bant of the State 
shall not pursue an occupation or profes­ 
sion are deemed in restraint of trade” ; and 
that “ no corporation in this or any other 
State or foreign country shall make a con­

Senator Taylor’s railroad bill is one of 
toe most im portant ever precented for the 
■jonsideration of the Legislature. 
It is the 
nter-state commerce law reduced to State 
dimensions. 
The bill was referred to the 
committee en railroads, of which Senator 
Taylor is a member. 
It is quite long and 
contains twenty-three sections. 
The first 
section provides that all common carriers 
ihall be included in the application of the 
set. 
S’ections 2, 3 and \ provide against 
Im just discrimination, which is defined as 
deceiving “a greater rate per IOO pounds 
tor tho transportation of property shipped 
n car-load lots for one or more car-loads 
'hail for any greater number of car-loads 
if a like commodity from the same point

same destination, 
whether chipped at one time or during any 
period of tim e.” 
Section 4 reads: 
“ That it shall bo unlawful for any com- 
non carrier subject to the provisions of 
this act to charge or receive any greater 
compensation in the aggregate for the 
transportation of passengers or of like kind 
of property, under substantially similar 
‘jircuinstances and conditions, for a shorter 
I hail for a longer distance over the same 
'ine, iii the same direction, the shorter be- 
’ng included within the longer distance; but 
this shall not be construed as authorizing 
m y common carrier within the terms of 
this act to charge and receive as great 
rompensat ion for a shorter as for a longer 
distance; provided, however, that upon ap ­ 
plication to the commission appointed un­ 
der the provisions of this act, such common 
farrier may in special cases, after investi­ 
gation by tho commission, be authorized to 
charge less for longer than for shorter dis­ 
tance for transportation of passengers or 
property, and the commission may from 
time to time prescribe tho extent to which 
laid d e p ila te d common carrier may be 
relieved from the operation of this section 
of this act.”

punishment at fourteen year.-- confinement 
in the penitentiary and assessed a fine of 
$1,000. 
Hacker broke down completely 
under the sentence, and wept bitterly.

The Mayor and Common Council o f the City of 
Janet Ville do ordain as follow s : 
<8ection I). Section 2 of an ordinance en ti­ 
tled an ’’ordinance prescribing the fire lim its 
of the city, and the construction of building® 
therein,” is hereby am ended by striking out of 
said section, the words “or other fire proof m a­ 
terials,” from the fifth line of said section as 
the same appears in the printed bock printed 
in 1HH2. containing the charter and ordinances 
of said city, and by inserting the word “ or” 
after the w«<rd “ stone” at the end of the fourth 
line of said printed ordinance, and by inserting 
after the word “ 1 losed” at the end of the forty- 
first line of sairi section as so printed, the foi 
low ing: “ Any platfoun, stair, w alk, balcony or 
structure other than a bedding, any portion of 
which shall bo more than tw elve feet from the 
ground, shall be either wholly made of, or 
wholly cover'd w ith, iron or some other fire 
proof m aterial,’ and by striking out all of 
said section 2 afier the word “ provisions” in 
the forty fourth line of said section as so 
printed, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
follow ing: “ w ithin said tire lim its, except on 
Main street or Milwaukee street by an atfirma 
tive vote of tw o-thi (is of all the alderm en of 
said city. Every application for such perm is­ 
sion shall be made in w riting, and shall specify 
th e 'e n g th , breath and height of the proposed 
building t e m aterials of which it is proposed 
to construct the same, the purposes for which 
said building i- to be ueed, and the distances 
in every .direction to the buildings nearest to 
the site of such proposed b u ild in g .’* 
I Section 2). Section 3 of said ordinance No 
95 is hereby amended seas to read as follows: 
“ S ections No building >r part of building, or 
other structure, w ithin the fire limit®, which 
does not conform in its construction to the re 
quirenients of this ordn ance, shall be raised, 
enlarged or removed to any other place w ithin 
sai4 lim its, nor shall any 6uch building, or 
other structure, be moved into the territory em­ 
braced in said fire limit®, nor shall any such 
building or other stri cture w ithin said lim its 
which may bereaiter be dam aged to the ex tent 
of fifty per cent of the value thereof. lie re 
I aired or rebuilt, nor shall any such building 
or other structure after being damaged Ie*a 
than fifty per cent of its value, be made higher 
or to occupy more space than before such ic 
jury 
The am ount or extent of any damage 
done to any building or other structure, w ithin 
said fire lim its may be determ ined by three 
disinterested 1 CBident® of said city, to be ap­ 
pointed by the common c >uncil, on ap p lica­ 
t e n, and the decision of the three persons so 
chosen, or a m ajority of them , shall be report­ 
ed in w riting to the common council for its ac­ 
tion.” 
(Section 3). Section 4 of said ordinance No. 
95, is hereby am ended so as to read as follow s: 
Section 4: * Any building, platform , w alk, bal­ 
cony or other structure which shall be erect­ 
ed, en larged, removed or repaired, or in process 
of erection, removal, enlargem ent or repair 
contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be deemed a nuisance; and the common 
council may, after reasonable notice in w riting 
to the owner, or hi® agent, to abate the same, 
by w ritten order requi e the city m arshal to 
raze such building or other structure to th e 
ground. The m arshal shall fulfill the require­ 
m ents of such order and report the expense 
thereof to the common council, aud the owner 
of such building or other structure, sh all be 
liable to said city forsuch expense. 
(Section 4) Section 5 of ®*id ordinance No. 
95 is hereby am ended bv adding to said section 
the follow ing: ‘"And each day, during any part 
of which any building, platform , w alk. balcony 
or other structure, erected, moved, enlarged or 
repaired, or in process of erection, rem oval, en­ 
largem ent or repair, in violation of th ’® ordi­ 
nance. shall be m aintained, shall constitute 
and be deemed a separate violation of said or­ 
dinance. 
(Section 5). This ordinace shall take effect 
and be iii force on and after it® passage and 
publication.! 
Approved.

CF MILWAUKEE’S EARLIEST SE FILERS.

She was a woman of marked 
character, yet singularly quiet and domes­ 
tic in her life. Possessed of literary taste 
and culture she might have contributed 
her mite to the poetry and literature of 
the time, jet she would allow nothing to 
go beyond the domestic circle.

daily life was a living example of a prac­ 
tical application of the doctrines of Christ. 
Without ostentation her kindness and 
charity was far-reaching. Works gave 
her faith and in her simplicity she could 
md understand how there could be faith 
without works. 
Her intentions made 
ber a follower of St. John. 
Only tho 
sinner needs a physician for the soul. 
She needed none. For more than fifty 
years she dispensed her kindness and 
ber chanty on her nght hand and 
her left, walking meekly and humbly 
daily with her God. It is this patience 
in doing good, the absence of petulance 
when ingratitude is shown for kindness 
a horror of the glamor of notoriety in the 
quiet and humble discharge of christian 
duty, that wins the crown for her. “Let 
not your left band know what your right 
hand doeth, bat give your alms in seoret 
that your Heavenly Father who sees in 
seoret may reward you openly,” was her 
precept. Sorely in such a life there is 
no death. It is only a change,putting 
off the old and taking on the new life. 
There can be no regret; full of years and 
usefulness she has gone to her God.—
